WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—By a vote of 


98 to 77 the House to-day struck out o 
the Sundry Civil bill the annual appro- 
priation of $130,600 paid as rental to the 
National City Bank of New York for the 
old New York Custom House. This result 
was not achieved before a bitter debate 
in which charges of fraud and corruption 
Were made, and Lyman J. Gage, ex-Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, was severely scored 
for the contract he made with the bank. 
The fight against the appropriation 
was directed by\ John Sharp Williams, 
minority leader, who had given his Dem- 


ocratic followers the word to be on hand 
in force this afternoon.

“This is the old, bewhiskered, long- 
standing steal of the National City Bank. 
The Secretary of the Treasury, one Ly- 
man J. Gage, entered woth secret agree- 
ment with the National City Bank to sell 
the old Custom House in Wall Street 
to that bank for one-half of what the 
property\ was worth. The bank has on 
deposit upward of from $15,000,000 to 
$20,000,000 of Government money. The 
bank paid the Government $50,000 
account of the $3,200,000 which was the 
purchase price, and some hundred thou- 
sand dollars afterward, but the rest of 
the money the bank had never paid. to 
the Government, and the deed from the 
Government to the bank was never passed 
and has never been recorded.

DRAWING BEEF TRUST JURY. 
Federal Officials Keep Names of Twen- 
ty-three Jurors Chosen Secret.

CHICAGO, Feb. 24. — Twenty-three 
names were drawn to-day in the office 
of District Clerk T. C. MacMillan to 
make up the special Grand Jury which 
will hear testimony from witnesses 
against members of the alleged 
Trust.’ Although the law provides that 
a Grand Jury shall be drawn in public 
and the names and proceedings spread 
on record, this was evaded, and the 
names of these jurors will be kept se- 
ecret until the Federal officials decide to 
make them public. It is held that, while 
the law provides that the drawing shall 
be public, it does not provide that the 
public shall be invited to witness it. 

District Attorney Bethea, Deputy Mar- 
shal C. Ames, and Clerk MacMillan all 
refused to discuss the case this morning, 
declaring the proper course was being 
pursued in thtis case, as in previous cases. 
The impression given by this secrecy 
caused the circulation of rumors about 
the Federal offices that it was feared 
the jurors might be tampered with. 

The slightest prejudice on the part of 
one of the members of the Grand Jury in 
favor of the packers would, it is be- 
lieved,. prove disastrous to the cause of 
the Government. To prevent any such 
prejudice, it is declared, the identity of 
the Grand Jurors will be kept secret 
until the District Attorney has been able 
to learn something of the members.

Supt. McClintock’s Companion 
Arrestec After a Fight. 


‘aN PILED ON POLIGEMAN 


The On Leong Tong and Hip Sing Tong | 
clashed again in Chinatown last night and 
Lee Yu was shot, Ong Fong, thirty-two | 
years old, of 36 Jackson ‘Street, who was | 
in Chinatown with Superintendent Mc- | 
Clintock of the Society for the Prevention 
of Crime, and who, McClintock says, was 
walking with him, was seized by the de- 
tectives and put under arrest. 

McClintock indignantly said the man 
had not done the shooting, but the Eliza- 
beth Street police took the Chinaman to | 
the station house. The police say Mc- 
Clintock was present at the shooting, 
which took place in front of Sam Kee’s 
place at 36 Mott Street. 

According to the police, Ong Fong pur- 
sued his victim through Mott and Pell 
Streets, firing three shots at him. One 
of the shots struck Yu, who is fifty-eight 
years old, in the head, inflicting what is 
believed to be a fatal wound. Yu de- 
clared he spied Ong Fong eyeing him 
wickedly as he saw him draw a revolver. 

The old Chinaman said that when he 
fell Fong threw the revolver away and 
ran. 

Policeman Lang of Elizabeth Street de- 
clared he saw what happened. He chased 
Fong and caught him near the Bowery. 
He said Fong had help and that several 
Chinamen, pouncing upon the policeman, 
tried to rescue the prisoner. Lang clubbed 
Fong into submission. He also beat off 
the other Chinamen, and Fong was hus- 
tled to the Elizabeth Street Station, where 
a charge of felonious assault was made 
against him. Yu was hurried to the Hud- 
son Street Hospital. 

According to the police, Fong admitted 
he had shot Yu, and said he had done so 
because Yu had slapped his face. Super- 
intendent McClintock declared that Fong 
had not done the shooting, and was wholly 
innocent. He said he could not imagine 


why the man had been so charged, except 
that the police had made a serious mis- 
take. He said he was with Fong in 
Chinatown, and the man could not have 
done the shooting, as he was not out o 
his sight at any time. He protested to the 
police, but it availed nothing. Lang 
would not have it, and said to McClintock: 

“T have got the man who had the re- 
volver, and I am satisfied that he did the 
shooting. I don’t want any interference 
from outsiders, either.’’ 

Capt. Kear declared the affair was the 
result of the Chinatown feud. According 
to Yu, Fong was the instigator of the 
street battle between the rival Chinese 
societies a month ago and is a leader of 
the Hip Sing Tong.

“The great number of inquiries in re- 
eard'to Honduras now being received at 
this Consulate plainly show that .many 
people in the United States are taking 
a keen interest in the country. It could 


hardly be otherwise. As the commercial 
development of Mexico becomes more 





complete the Central American republics | 


afford a natural and easy outlet for Amer- 
ican capital. 

“The greatest drawback to the com- 
mercial deevlopment of Honduras and 
other Central American States has been 
| the frequent occurrence of revolutions, but 
| this danger has been exaggerated and not 
well understood in the United States. 
Foreigners are not often molested here in 
times of domestic disturbances, and it is 
not at all likely that in the future any 
industry conducted by foreign enterprise 
or capital will be seriously troubled. 

“ About the only annoyance that could 
happen to foreign capitalists would be 
the impressment of their laborers to act 
as soldiers for the time being. In fact, in 
my opinion, capital invested in Honduras 
is as safe as in any other country, and 
subject only to those risks which attend 
business ventures all over the world. 

“Another of the great hindrances to 
the proper development of Honduras has 
been the lack of suitable transportation 
facilities. To partly remedy this defect, 
some work has been done in the mountain 
| trails leading to the interior, and a great 
many eoncessions have been granted for 
the construction of narrow-gauge rail- 
ways. ‘The work on three of these rail- 
| toads, or tramways, is now being actively 
| pushed in this district, and two of them 
| are nearly completed. The roads are in- 
tended mostly for transporting bananas 
from the plantations to the points of ship-

GUARDED DAVIS IN PRISON. 


Civil War Veteran Says Confederate 
Chief Was Put in Irons. 


Special to The New York Times. 


TAMAQUA, Penn., Feb, “24.—The story | 


recently published in the Savannah Press 
| by Mrs. Jefferson Davis to the effect that 
j her husband, while incarcerated in Fort- 
ress Monroe under command of Gen. Nel- 
son A. Miles, was treated in a cruel man- 
ner, was denied here to-day by Edwin 
A, Jones, who, during the civil war was a 
| private in Company L, One Hundred and 
Fifty-second Regiment, (heavy artillery,) 
and stood guard over the President of 
the Confederacy for the first twelve hours 
of his imprisonment. 

Mr. Jones, who is seventy-two years of 
age, is still in good health and has a very 
retentive memory. He says that Davis 
was brought to Fortress Monroe on May 
1865, together with two other prison- 
ers, and confined in a gun room in the 
front casement. 

During the first few days after his ar- 
rival Mr. Davis was kept in irons, and 


was fed the same fare as the men re- 
ceived—baked beans, “‘ salt horse,’’ bread, 
crackers, and coffee. 
Captain were kept constantly in the room 
with him. 

After being confined in the gun room 
for two weeks Davis was removed to an-

‘La Crise De Quarante Ans,’ (The Crisis 
of Forty Years,) which will prove what I) 
say. I have not yet finished the essay, 
and I have been years in accumulating 
the facts it contains. | 

“As to chloroforming men at sixty, that | 
Was only a pleasantry,” and the doctor 
laughed heartily. 

“I was alluding to Anthony Trollope’s 
story, ‘The Fixed Period,’ which hinges 
upon the chloroforming of an old fellow 
at sixty. 

“After forty a man can lead a useful 
life as a citizen and he can make money, | 
but making money is not the great work 
that tells. The creative mind seems not to 
care to make money. 

“Th work that counts is the essential, | 
fermentative, vitalizing creations of the 
mind, and history shows that men under 
forty have done the best and the largest 
part, in fact, nearly ail of that.” 

Dr. Osler was asked how he reconciled | 
what he had said with the fact that 
first book, ‘‘ The Cerebral Palsies of Chil- 
dren,”’ was written when was just 
forty, and that he wrote several others 
after that. 

“No man,” he replied, “ ought to think 
of writing a book until he is forty. Up to| 
that time he should be engaged upon other 
and more important things, creating what | 
he intends to write about. That is the way | 
it was with me. I was too busy up to 
forty to write.’’

Adirondack Guides Report Them Starv- | 
ing in Deep Snow.

The guides, who are going through the 
forests felling trecs for the deer to browse 
on their tops, are able to travel hardly 
four miles a day, and the deer cannot 
travel over half a mile a day, so deep is 
the snow. 

Two guides report having seen 
seventy deer along the river bank be- | 
tween Oxbow and Lime Kill Falls, a dis- 
tance of four miles. All these were in aj} 
starving condition, and during the night 
devoured all the food the guides were 
able to cut during the day. The snow is 
five feet deep in the hard woods and | 
four and a half in the lowlands.

OUR ROADS’ BAD SHOWING. 


Kill and Injure Three Times as Many 
as Prussian Ones. 


BERLIN, Feb. 24.—Gen. von Budde, 
Prussian. Minister of State and Public 
Works, in the Budget Committee of the | 
Diet to-day, made comparison between 
railway accidents in the United States 
and Prussia, showing that derailments 
are three times more frequent in the | 
United States, collisions three and a half | 
times more frequent, and killed or wound- | 
ed thirty-six times as many as in Prussia. 

Accidents are growing less frequent on 
the Prussian roads. The average per 
million train kilometers ten years ago| 
was 6.8 accidents, but for 1904 it was 
only 6.07. Recent experiments with high- 
speed locomotives have yielded a maxi- | 
mum of eighty-two miles an hour, but! 
locomotives are unable to maintain this | 
rate. Seventy-four miles an hour is pos- 
sible, but the Government recommends 
that the speed shall not exceed sixty-eight 
miles an hour.

| PARIS, Feb. 15.—The French Govern- 
ment has coldly indicated to the King of 
the Belgians that the marriage of his 
daughter, the Princess Clementine, to 
Prince Victor Napoleon will in no way 
interfere with the excellent relations ex- 
isting between Belgium and France. 

The fact is that during the whole of his 
lifetime Prince Victor Napoleon, although 
|the official Bonapartist Pretender, has | 
been politically speaking a negligible | 
quantity. At. no time has it been pos-| 
sible to rouse him from his lethargy to 
take an active part in the Bonapartist 
propaganda. 

He began by quarreling with his father, 
Prince Jerome, or “ Plon-Plon,” as he was | 
nicknamed, and contributed to spoil the 
|old gentleman’s own dynastic outlook by 
;championing a form of Bonapartism which 
|did not rely upon the claims of legitimate 
descent, but on the outcome of a plebis- 
citary appeal to the people. During the 
latter part of his life Prince Napoleon 
(Jerome) had ceased to be on speaking 
terms with his son, for whose moral and 
intellectual qualities he professed a very | 
low opinion. 

After ‘“‘Plon-Plon’s” death Prince Vic- | 
| tor succeeded to his father’s claims, which 
were exclusively those of descent, but he 
still ostensibly championed the plebis- 
citary cause, so that his followers were | 
|}enabled to work on parallel lines with all | 
| the parties which have at one time or an- 
| other sought to overturn the Republican 
régime, notably with the Boulangists of 
| fifteen years ago and with the Nation- 
|alists of to-day. But Prince Victor would 
;never make any persenal move. 
| Once or twice, it is true, he came over

jters with his followers, but, although he

To this those who believe in the ancient 
origin of the statue reply that the method 
of burning in the wax and oil covering, of | 
which Mahaffy speaks in his ‘* Rambles | 
in Greece’ as being used both for color- 
ing and of the lost

E devote a page this week to reviews of 
the two new books relating to the 
Younghusband expedition to Tibet and 
its results. The first and more impor- 
tant of these is the work of Mr. Perce- 
val Landon, the correspondent with the 
expedition of The London Times, whose graphic dis- 
patches were also published each day in Taz New 
York Times. But there is much information in his 
book which was not in his news dispatches, Mr, 
Landon is intensely anti-Russian, and so outspoken 
in his political views that Col. Younghusband, who 
commends his narrative of the expedition in a pref- 
ace to Landon’s book, respectfully declines responsi- 
bility for the writer’s opinions. But Mr. Landon’s 
employer, The London Times, holds to-its corre- 
spondent’s view that Russian influence precipitated 
the crisis in Eastern affairs which made the Young- 
husband expedition necessary, from the English 
point of view. Some of the statements in Mr, Lan- 
don’s book will be hotly discussed, but to American 
readers it is chiefly interesting as a remarkably 
graphic account of a memorable undertaking. Mr. 
Candler's book carries the story of the expedition 
further than Mr. Landon’s. He, too, is an English

“The great influence of the work of Charles 
Dickens as a social reformer” was the avowed sub- 
ject of the various speecfies at the dinner of the 
Boz Club in London on the evening of Dickens's 
birthday, Feb, 7.

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AUSTIN DOBSON’S NEW EDITION OF THE 
DIARY AND LETTERS OF MME. D’ARBLAY, 
THE EIGHTEENTH CENTURY NOVELIST.*

OMETHING over a year ago appeared 

Mr. Dobson’s monograph om<Fanny 

Burney in the English Men of Letters 

Series. It had the customary quiet dis- 

tinction of manner, the paucity of gener- 

~ alization, the ordered abundance of de- 

tail, the clearness and simplicity which 

have made this writer one of the most satisfying of 
commentators upon eighteenth century life and lit- 
erature. No one certainly could have been better 
qualified to stand sponsor for a final version of the 
Fanny Burney—or, as they have unluckily come to 
be,called, Mme, D'Arblay—“ Diary and Letters.” 
There has been special need for a carefully made 
edition. There has, so far as we know, been no rell* 
able American edition. The last version was “ re- 
vised ” or abridged to considerably less than half its 
original bulk; and there was no indication in text 
or notes to suggest how much had been cut out, or 
where or why the excisions had been made. Mr, 
Dobson here presents a reprint of the first impres- 
sion of the first edition, (1842.) Two impressions 
wer® made in that year, the second of which was 
strangely incomplete. Considerable abridgment had 
been made in the text of the first two of the seven 
volumes. There was nothing in the title page to in- 
dicate the fact of these changes; and there is no 
internal or other evidence to suggest upon what 
principle they had been undertaken. In reprinting 
the complete version, Mr. Dobson has indicated by 
brackets the passages omitted in the later impres- 
sion, As either of the 1842 versions is likely to be 
picked up,in book shops, the existence of this reli- 
able collated text should be a permanent safeguard 


to book buyers. The matter is otherwise of impor- 
ance because it concerns the early volumes, which 


contain altogether “the cream of the correspond- 
ence,” 


Mr. Dobson's preface is hardly more than a note 
stating the character and occasion of the republica- 
tion. He felt probably that his recent monograph 
had left him small occasion for further commentary, 
Miss Barrett’s original introduction is allowed to 
stand by itself as a critical summary of the novel- 
ist’s life and work. The footnotes are precisely what 
one must desire for such a text; not offering so 
much minute collateral information as we find, for 
instance, in Birkbeck-Hill's “ Boswell,” but offering 
quite enough for the purpose of the general reader. 
Some interesting supplementary matter is to be 
found in the appendixes. 

Macaulay, in nominally reviewing the first edi- 
tion of the “ Diary and Letters,” appears hardly to 
realize their intrinsic importance, His mind is pre- 
occupied with the tradition of a Mme. D’Arblay, 
author of a single famous novel; and with his own 
theory of her failure in later work to approach the 
quality of that maiden success. Dr. Johnson he 
conceives to be responsible for her decline; and upon 
that theory builds an elaborate paradox, using the 
novels “ Evelina” and “Cecilia” for purposes of 
illustration. The result is, as usual, rather brilliant 
than sound. “ Evelina” itself does not, after the 
passage of a hundred and twenty years, rank among 
the great novels. The “Diary and Letters,” put 
forth sixty years ago, have gained and held a place 
among masterpieces in that kind. In some respects, 
to be sure, there was a greater gap between Macau- 
lay and Dr. Johnson than between Macaulay and 
ourselves, “‘ Evelina” appeared in the stone age of 
English fiction. In the polite circles of the day, not 
very large circles, it was a portent unparalleled; a 
novel of contemporary manners which was actualiy 
not indecent, the work of a wit who was also a 
young person. It is amusing to note, when, on the 
ill-advised advice of her friends, the young Fanny 
attempted a comedy, the skepticism of so wise a 
mentor as her “Daddy Crisp” as to whether a 
young person could possibly expect to produce a 
good comedy: “I need not observe to you,” he says 
cautiously, “ that in most of our successful comedies 
there are frequent lively freedoms (and wagger- 
ies that cannot be called licentious, neither) that 
give a strange animation and vigour to the style, 
and of which if it were — deprived it would lose 





wonderfully of its salt apd spirit. I mean

The poor little comédy 
of “ The Wittings "' which finally emerged 
was damned summarily enough by the 
‘good Daddy, whether because it leaned 
toward what he contemptuously ealls the 
‘“Comédies Larmoyantes"’ of the period 
or becaure. it was fade without its mas- 
culine waggeries we do not know... 

As to the merits of “‘ Evelina,’ there 
were no doubts in the mind of its first 
audience. Dr. Johnson pronounced it bet- 
ter than Fielding, who with a characteris- 
tically elephantine nalfveté he declared 
to be superficial. The novel became the 
rage, and for lack of competition held its 
supremacy for a considerable number of 
years. lt is dead now, unless as it lives 
in the memory of students of that period; 
or, a better claim to remembrance, as it 
lives in the pages of the immortal “ Di- 
ary.’ That record without “ Bvelina” 
would be the play without the Prince. It 
is for those early entries, those bursts of 
girlish confidence, that engaging sense of 
guilt in being an authoress, those innocent 
qualms and subterfuges, that delicious 
torture of being flattered by a Mrs. Thrale, 
a Surke, a Jo..nson; it is for these things 
that we give the “Diary” a place of 
honor among thumbable volumes on our 
shelves. “ Little Burney,” not the wife of 
the French exile, is the beloved writer. 
We are glad of the account of her expe- 
riences In the royal household, of which 
Macaulay seems to have given too gloomy 
a picture. We are glad to see her safely 
out of that artificial life and happily mar- 
ried to a good man. But the Fanny Bur- 
ney of our affection seems to belong to 
Dr. Johnson, and it was a more conven- 
tional person who survived him. 

There is a superficial odd@ness in the 
fact that diaries, dealing as they do with 
the most ephemeral and trivially personal 
themes, are less likely to grew. antiquated 
than more impersonal and sophisticated 
forms of literature.

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OLD SALEM, 
mega 
A Book About the Shipmasters and 
Merchants of the Ancient 


Massachusetts Town. 


‘CE Derby Street, in Salem, 
was “‘the court end of the 
town.” ‘To-day it is de- 
scribed by Mr. Charles E. 
Trow as “ dilapidated.’ Tts 
best days were during the 
times of Salem's commercial 
prosperity, for then, at its wharves were 
docked the vessels which brought from all 
cvuntries tributes to. Salem. “On Derby 
Steet were the homes of the merchants 
and sea captains. In the warehouses, silks 
from India, tea from China, pepper from 
Sumatra, coffee from Arabia, and the 
many preducts of the lands beyond th 
sees were otored. The height of prosper- 
ity was reached at the close of thé Revolu- 
tion, but its activity continued for many 
years, In “The Old Shipmasters of 
Salem "’ the author traces the detelopment 
of the commerce of the city, which com- 
menced as early as 1670, with trade with 
the Leeward Islands. The fishermen 
caught cod, the fish were cured and sent 
to the West Indies. On the return trip 
the cargoes were of sugar and molasses. 
From such small beginnings dates a won- 
derful increase of trade. Among the 
earliest of Salem merchants was Capt. 
Philip English. He was born in England 
and came to Salem in 1675. He sent small 
craft to Newfoundland, and the cod 
caught there were sent to Barbados, 
Surinam, Spain, and elsewhere. The first 
ship from New England to visit the Isle 
of France, Ipdia, and China, was The 
Grand Turk, which cleared from Salem 
Nov. 25, *°78%. The brig ‘William and 
Henry, arviving at Salem in 1790, was the 
first American vessel which brought a 
cargo of tea. A romance of commerce 
reads as follows: 

Capt. Jonathan Carnes touched at the 
— of Bencoolen in 1793, and while there 
earned that pepper. grew wild on the 
northwestern -eaast of Sumatra. On his 
voyage home to Salem it is quite prob- 
able that he built many air-castles toueh- 
ing the immense wealth which would 
likely accrue to himself and his native 
City of Salem by trading with the Malays 
and monopolizing the traffic in their great 
staple. He returned to Salem full 
He was not 
long in imparting his important discovery 
to Jonathan Peele, one of Salem's wealthy 
merchants, who quickly saw the advan- 
tages to be derived from carrying out the 
plans formulated by the sagacious Cap- 
tain. Mr. Peele soon had a schooner built 
suited to the trade contemplated, and she 
was placed in the command of Carnes. 
The vessel was named the Rajah, and was 
only of 139 toms burden, and carried four 
guns with a crew of ten men. She ‘left 
port in.17%%, the destination of the vessel 
being kept a profound secret, even to 
neighboring merchants, 

Many months elapsed, and nothing was 
heard of the Rajah. Her owner was be- 
coming anxious, when one day Mr. Peele, 
who had been scanning the horizon with 
his spyglass, discovered the schooner 
coming into the harbor. 

The anchor was soon let go, and a boat 
conveyed Capt. Carnes to the wharf, 
where he received the hearty greetings 
from the owner and his many friends. 
‘The curious were not long in finding out 
the character of the cargo, which proved 
to be pepper in bulk, and was sold at a 
profit of 700 per cent. It was the first 
eargo of pepper imported into this coun- 
try. Then followed a big traffic between 
Salem and the Spice Islands. 

Here are extracts taken from a diary 
kept by George Cleveland, who was clerk 
to Samuel Derby, master of 
ship Margaret, which sailed from Salem 
on the 19th of November, 1800. Arriving 
at Batavia, Capt. Derby agreed to carry 
to Japan a cargo belonging to the Dutch 
East India Company. The Margaret was 
the first from Salem that had 
visited Japan, first having been the 
ship Franklin Boston.

During the war 158 
vessels of all kinds, fully equipped and 
manned, were sent out from Salem. ‘These 
vessels had an armament of 2,000 guns, 
and the aggregate of the crews fan up 
into the thousands. They took 445 prizes 
in the war, and the vessels lost by the 
Americans were less than fifty. 


In the war of 1812 Salem was once more 
in the lead, and sent out forty vessels 
with letters of marque papers. The most 
famous of the privateersmen was the 
Grand Turk. The author gives this ac-

Hawthorne was born in Salem, In 1804, 
and the stranger there is certain to think 
of him, and will visit the Custom House, 
the scene of the gféat author's routine 
work.

That Nethaniel Bowditch was eminently 
a self-made man no one can truthfully 
deny. He was led to take an interest in 
the higher branches of mathematical sci- 
ence, in 1787, when he was fourteen years 
of age. The desire to gain knowledge 
was brought abcut through the agency of 
an.older brother, who had been to sea on 
a voyage cr two, and who, feeling the 
need of a better education and of a 
knowledge of navigation, as he intended 
to follow the sea, attended an evening 
school while at home from one of his 
voyages. On returning home one even- 
ing he informed Nathaniel that the mas- 
ter had got a new way of doing sums 
and working questions, for instead of the 
figures used in arithmetic he employed 
letters of the alphabet. The novelty ex- 
cited the lad’s curiosity, and as mathe- 
matical books of all kinds were then 
searce in the country he managed to 
borrow the hook of the master. That 
night he did not close his eyes, the book 
being all in al to ‘him. ‘He’ copfed the 
contents, from beginning to end, and soon 
mastered every problem it contained,

What to us Js of the 
Greater interest are the accounts of the 
Irish people by contemporaneous authors. 
Fynes Moryson describes Ireland as he 
Saw it at the close of the relgn of Eliza- 
beth: 


The City of Dublin, called Divelin by the 
English and Balacleigh (as seated on 


; hurdles) by the Irish, ts the chief city of 


the kingdom and seat of justice, fairly 
built, frequently inhabited, and adorned 
with a strong castle, fifteen churches, an 
episcopal seat, and a fair college, (an un- 
happy foundation of an untversity laid tn 
our old age,) and endowed with many 
privileges, but the haven is barred and 
made less commodious by these hills of 
sands. 


Describing the climate, Moryson says 
that it is milder in Ireland than in Eng- 
land, “‘ which notwithstunding lg more to 
be attributed to the inhabitants than to 
the air'’’: 


For Ireland being oft troubled with re- 
bellton, and the rebels not only being idle 
themselves, but in natural malice destroy- 
ing the labours of other men, and cutting 
up the very trees of fruit tor the same 
cause, or else burn them; for these reasons 
the inhabitants take less pleasure to till 
their grounds or plant trees, content io 
live for the day in continual fear of like 
mischief. 


The old story of no snakes in Ireland 


| is repeated with an embellishment: 


I may not omit the opinion commonly 
received that the earth of Ireland will 
not suffer a venemous snake or beast to

documents of the Cromwellian period 
concerning the wolves, which show how 
terrible must have been the desolation of 
the country brought about by the civil 
war. Stir Josias Bodley paid Ireland a 
visit In the years 1602 and 1603. This gen- 
Ueman was certainly a roysterer, and 
found many of the festivities in Ireland 
precisely to his taste. At a feast given 
him Str Josias must have imbibed more 
than was good for him. Thoroughly in- 
toxicated, he writes: “ Being drunk Is 
nothing else than being sometimes ration- 
ally mad. Even Hippocrates himself, the 
prince of physicians, recommends amongst 
other things that contribute to health an 
immoderate potation of wine at least once 
a month.” The abundance of wine and 
potent drinks in Ireland delights the Eng- 
lishman, and he praises a “strong ale 
compounded with sugar and eggs to com- 
fort and strengthen the stomach."" The 
gay Englishman was of course entertained 
in the house of a well-to-do host, for he 
enjoyed “pipes of the best tobacco to 
drive away rheums ond catarrhs,”’ In op- 
position to those who decry tobacco, Sir 
Josias writes: 


Almost all have but one argument, that 
would make a dog laugh and a horse 
break his halter, saying that neither our 
sires nor grandsires took tobacco, yet they 
lived I know not how long. So indeed 
they lived until] they died, despite tobacco; 
but who knows if they might not have 
lived longer had they used tobacco? And 
if one who now uses tobacco die of any 
disease, who knuws if he might not have 
died sooner if he had abstained from to- 
bacco? 

Luke Gernon’s “ Discourse of Ireland," 
it is believed, was written about 1619, Ger- 
non was a florid writer. He begins call- 
ing “on this Nymph of Ireland,”’ whose 
“* flesh is of a softe and delicat mould, and 
her blew vaynes trayling through every 
part of her like ryvoletts.” Describing tha 
dress of the Lrish women, he writes:

Three new volumes are about to be add- 
ed to the York Library, published in 
America by the Macmillan Company. 
They are: Vol. LV. of the works of Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, “ The Thoughts of the 
2mperor Marcus Aurelius Antoninus,” 
translated by George Long, M. A., and 
Coleridge's ‘ “Table Talk,"’ arranged and 
edited by T. Ashe, B. A. 

The volume of Emerson's ‘‘Miscellaneous 
includes much new material, 
among which are ‘‘ The Senses and the 
Soul,”’ the essay on “ Saadi,"’ and the edi- 
torial preface to The Dial. The original 
text of each essay has been followed. 
George Simpson, the editor of this edition 
for English readers, points out in his 
preface that the pieces in the present. vol- 
ume range from “mere occasional ad- 
dresses to lengthy and serious essays."’ In 
point of time, too, they are coincident 
with the whole of Emerson's literary life, 
the earliest piece being dated 1832 and the 
latest 1882. 

The Coleridge volume comprises his 
“Table Talk,'’ edited by his son-in-law in 
1835, and the ‘‘ Omniana " of the first vol- 
ume, published In 1836, of the literary re- 
mains of the author. 

The book of “ Thoughts" includes the 
essay On Marcus Aurelius by Matthew Ar- 
nold. The little books are printed on thin 
paper, in large type, and bound in cloth 
or leather. 
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Following a detailed statement of its own circu-

and value. Mr. Landon accompanied the 
British Commissioner and his little army 
as special corregpondent of The Times of 
Lendon and THe New York Times. Much 
of the news of the expedition therefore 
from day to day was furnished by him, 
but this vomume contains things which 
the press reports did not and could not 
contain and forms a very complete record 
not only of one side at least of a most 
critical diplomatic situation, but of what 
Mr. Landon himself counts as the last 
journey of human discovery which 
the world had to offer adventurer— 
the lifting of the veil of mystery from the 
most jealously secluded region upon the 
habitable globe. Col. Younghusband has 
provided an intreduction in which with

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Kamba-Jong, “a small post some fifteen 
miles north of the true frontier,” it was 
resolved (as a diplomatic move impressive 
to the Oriental mind) to go deep into Tib- 
etan territory, first to Gyantse, and, ff the 
Tibetans remained still unimpressed, to 
push on to Lhasa and do the treaty mak- 
ing there. The mission was at Kamba- 
Jong in July, 1908. When it set out for 
Gyantse in October it was accompanied, 
as the world knows, by a considerable 
military escort, artillery, Royal Fusileers, 
Sikh Pioneers, and Gurkhas, with hos- 
pital, ammunition, and postal columns 
under command of Col. (now Brigadier 
General) Macdonald. The successive steps 
of the advance and the long wait of three 
months at Tuna while transport was be- 
ing organized and supplies brought up 
were chronicled at the time in the daily 
papers. It is Bll given here in more detail 
and with many excursions into Tibetan 
matters of every sort from the flora and 
the roads to international politics, from 
the terrors of mountain sickness and the 
utter unwashedness of the people to the 
deepest mysteries of Lamaism. Mr. Lan- 
don describes, too, the attempts at nego- 
tiations, the scramble up the steeps of ths 
Himalayas, the fights at the wall near 
Phari, at the Karo-la, and especially about 
the jong or castle at Gyantse, where for 
a time the mission and the vanguard of 
the escort were besieged in their camp 
by thousands of Tibetans curiously armed 
with matchlocks, rifles, and jingals, or 
Asiatic cannon, and where hundreds of 
Tibetans and some few of the invaders 
were killed, the Gurkhas of the aative 
Indian army in particwar making some 
verv hazardous and spectacular assaults 
upon Tivetan fortifications.

It is said that in ol@ days Tibct 
was a country of ravines and mount- 
ain tops and torrents, varied by buge 
lakes. Buddha in reson then visited 
the Jand, and found the inhabitants were 
monkeys. He questioned the monkeys 
and asked them why they were not men 
and good Buddhists. They answered, not 
without reason, that with the country in 
its existing state there was no oppor- 
tunity for the development of their own 
bodies, let alone their religious tmpulses. 
To this Buddhs replied: “If you will 
ery to become men and good Budd- 

ists, I will give you a good and fertile 
land to live in.” The agreement having 
been struck, Buddha then and there 
drained off the waters from the land, 
which is now known as the plain of the 
Gyantse, by an _ underground tunnel 
through the Himalayas into the Ganges 
near Gaya. The Tibetans on their side 
kept their promise, and though, of course, 
they knew not Darwin, became both men 
and, as they assert, good Buddhists. 


Sometimes Mr. Landon packs a deal 
into a phvase. He has been describing a 
ficiightful abode, almost like an Naglish 
farmhouse, and he adds: 

This quict little elysium was owned by 
the Jong-pen of Nagartse, a man of great 
importance and brutality. Upon our ar- 
rival all his servants and serfs implored 
us as one man to take this opportunity 
of cutting off his head. 


Just outside of Lhasa the mission met 
envoys of the hierarchy to whom were 
exhibited among other things a gay illus- 
trated paper showing King Edward and 
the Kaiser walking together. The envoys 
were informed that the man with hair 
on his chin was the august Emperor of 
India, They were much interested. Mr. 
Landon “tried to explain’’ who 
Emperor's companion was. He bade 
the interpreter inform the Tibetans that 
the German Emperor was a very great 
sovereign and the King’s nephew. This 
was the interpreter’s report of how he 


| did it: 


Sir, I te!d them this was the nephew 
of the Emperor, and a great and mighty 
monarch possessing’ wide territories. And 
I said that because of the especial love 
with which our Kkmperor regarded him, 
he had of his goodness granted unto his 
nephew all the wide territories which he 
possessed. 

‘This,” adds Mr. Landon with 
able gravity, “was not exactly 
had meant, but it was too late to correct 
the impression.”’

This dispateh the Lama returned un- 
opened on the somewhat quaint ground 
that “‘ the Chinese (his suzerains) did not 
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permit him to receive communications 
from any foreign power.’’ There had been 
also a certain Tibetan mission in St. Pe- 
tersburg in 1901 with autograph letters 
and presents from the Dalai Lama to the 
Czar. The English on that occasion were 
told that the Lamas had traveled many 
thousand miles only to inquire concerning 
the health of the Czar, and that the Rus- 
sian Minister of Foreign Affairs “ in- 
formed the representatives of the Dalai 
Lama that his Majesty was in good 
health.” Mr. Candler sees behind it an 
insidious Russification like that going 
in Persia and Turkestan. The war betwe..: 
Russia and Japan, of course, made it more 
convenient for the English to advance 
their claims to the recognition of Tibet, 
upon which Ruasia certainly had designs.

It was on this oceasion that the Sikhs 
and Gurkhas displayed that coolness and 
discipline which won them a #uropean 
reputation. They had orders not to fire 
unless they were tired upon, and they 
walked right up to the sangars until the 
muzzles and prongs of the Tibetan match- 
locks were almost touching their breasts. 
The Tibetans stared at our men for a 
moment across their wall, and then turned 
and shambled down sulkily to join their 
comrades in the redan, 


Mr. Candler was writing a dispatch, 
the Gurkhas and Sikhs were busy dis- 
arming Tibetans; suddenly, there was a 
rush of the supposed captives, and he re- 
ceived several sword slashes. He writes: 
“ After a time the blows ceased; my as- 
shot down or had filed.” 
After this silly rush the Tibetans made 


| little if any resistance, yet they suffered 
| a loss of seven hundred men. 


The enemy 
had shown no soldier-like qualities, and 
badly armed. Their guns were 
worthless, and so were their swords, for 
the record shows that during the whok 
campaign there was only one death from 
a sword wound. 

At the Karo-la the Tibetans showed 
some pluck and were better armed. Yet 
the author writes: 

I was sorry for those Tibetans. Their 
struggle was so hopeless, They were 
brave and simple, and none of us bore the 
slightest vindictiveness against them. 
Here was all the brutality of war and 
none of the glory and incentive. * * ® 
They thought our advance an act of un- 


provoked aggression, and they were fight- 
ing for their homes.

Lama who urged the English to turn 
back on the ground that otherwise they 
(the envoys) would lose their heads, Col. 
Younghusband replied in kind, The Com- 
missioner solemnly declared that ‘‘ he had 
orders from his King to go to Lhasa; if 
he faltered his life was at stake; decapi- 
tation would await him on his ; 
That stopped palaver. 

At last Lhasa is sighted. 
writes: 

A few hours ago we caught the first 
glimpse of the Potala Palace, a golden 
dome standing out on a bluff rock in the 
centre of the valley. The city is not seen 
from afar perched on a hill like the great 
Inonasteries and jongs of the country. It 
is Mterally “ hidden, ® * ‘Trees and 
undulating ground shut out the view of 
the sacred city until one is within a mile 
of it. To-morrow we camp outside. It is 
nearly a hundred years since Thomas 
Manning, the only Englishman (until to- 
day) who ever saw Lhasa, preceded us.

LAURENCE STERNE. Sterne which Thackeray so ironically 


New and Interesting Material to be 
Found in the York Edition.* 
ASSING over for the moment 
the execllent bookmaking 


features of what is a genu- 
ine definitive edition of Lau- 


rence Sterne, it is interest- 





the three volumes of ‘* Let- 
ters "’ to see what the editor, Prof. Wilbur 
L.. Cross of Yale, has made of the nu- 
merous collections of Sterne correspond- 
ence published in the eighteenth century 
and whether he has been able to incor- 
porate any genuine fragments which have 
not yet met the public eye. In the first 
place, we are informed that the only 
material made use of is authenticated by 
the British Museum and authorities on 
tnglish literature, both in England and 
America. Thus at once are swept asido 
those palpable forgeries of the Eliza- 
Yorick vorrespondence, which, for lack of 
any genuine effusions from Eliza's own 
pen, had been eagerly read and more or 
less accepted by Sterne’s admirers. 

It may be recalled that Yorick mentions 
in his letters to Eliza a “ journal"’ which 
he is keeping during their separation. 
This journal, long supposed to be lost, 
was found years ago by Thomas Wash- 
bourne Gibbs of Bath among some old 
books and papers inherited from his fa- 
ther. With the journal were also auto- 
graphic originals of several letters writ- 
ten by Eliza. When Thackeray was de- 
livering his lectures on ‘The English 
Humorists of the Eighteenth Century” 
Mr. Gibbs loaned him the manuscripts. 
Thackeray, in his lecture on “ Sterne 
and Goldsmith," and later on in the pub- 
lished editions of that lecture, makes 
&enerous use of the letters to castigate 
Sterne more severely, but curiously 
enough overlooks the journal, which 
would have been of even greater aid to 
his animus. On the death of Mr. Gibbs, 
in 18, the manuscripts went to the 
British Museum. There Percy Fitzgerald 
saw them, and was so impressed by their 
importance that he rewrote his “ Life” 
of Sterne, originally published about 1865 

With the Gibbs manuscripts interpolated 
with trustworthy material already pub- 
lished, the romance of Eliza and Yorick, 
or, rather, the infatuation of the Rev. Mr. 
Sterne for Eliza Draper, the wife of an 
East Indian official, becomes almost a 
complete and coherent narrative, although 
Eliza's *‘ journal” is still missing. Among 
the manuscripts reproduced in the first 
volume of letters in the York Edition are 
Sterne’s “ journal’’ and a hundred-page 
letter written by Mrs. Draper to Mrs. 
James, in which the writer tells the story 
of her connection with Sterne and his 
family and expatiates. upon her literary 
aspirations. There is also a crude draught 
of a letter from Sterne to Mr. Draper, 
wherein the chaste character of Yorick's 
passion for Eliza is demonstrated. Three 
letters that Eliza wrote on the day of her 
elopement with Sir John Clark have also 
been obtained and incorporated. 


In his introduction to the volume deal- 
ing with the Draper-Sterne episode Prof. 
Cross has briefly drawn from the mass of 
material on the subject sufficient au- 
thoritative data for his purpose. We 
learn that Dantel Draper, in 1759, married 
Elizabeth Sclater, who was then fifteen 
years old, and twenty years his junior. 
We also learn of the journeys one or the 
other or both of the Drapers made be- 
tween England and India, and, finally, of 
the meeting of Sterne and Mrs. Draper in 
the Winter of 1767, when Sterne was fifty- 
four and Mrs. Draper twenty-three. Prof. 
Cross then gives the story of the friend- 
ship thus begun in the light of the mate- 
rial which is to follow. He also tells us 
of the circumstances in which Mrs. 
Draper was induced to publish, in 1775, 
the ten letters she had received from 
Sterne in the Spring of 1767. A history 
of the Gibbs manuscripts and a detailed 
description of their features como next, 
as well as a brief commentary on the 
Gibbs-Thackeray transaction, into which 
have been incorporated the letters re- 
ceived from Thackeray by Mr. Gibbs. The 
body of the book opens with a reprint of 
Mrs. Draper's edition of ‘“ Letters from 
Yorick to Eliza."’ This is followed by the 
*“journal"’ from the Gibbs manuscripts, 
by letters from the same source and 
others, and the volume closes with “An 
Eulogy "' by the Abbé Raynal, reproduced 
from The European Magazine for March, 
1784, when it appeared translated from 
the original in the “ Histoire Philosoph- 
ique et Politique.” 


Although providing much entertainmem 
for readers of polite iterature, the new 
material included in the York Edition can- 
not be said to throw any new light op 
Laurence Sterne or offer the basis for a 
new point of view. At the same time, it 
makes the reader more intimately ac- 
quainted with »oor, melancholy Yorich 
and the sentimental, capricious Eliza than 
would otnerwise be possible. Moreover, 
it brings into striking prominence and 
emphasis those traits in the sharacter of 
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idiots and muddlers.

THE SLANDERERS. By Warwick Deeping 
i2zmo. Pp. 3284. New York Harper & 
Brothers. $1.50. 

In permitting his characters, richly en- 
dowed with primitive instincts and ideals 
but deficient in humor and common sense, 
to step out of the red, green, and gold 
embroidered tapestries of Arthurian ro- 
mance to which he has hitherto confined 
them and into a prosaic modern English 
countryside, Mr. Warwick Deeping has 
done wrong, both to those passionate 
lyrical personages and to himself. In 
“Uther and Igraine,"” and in ‘ Love 
Among the Ruins,” his previous novels, 
the stage setting, the mellow influence 
of a remote age, lent enchantm nt toa 
certain barbaric squandering of language 


and color and passion and voluptuous 
feminine charm, as it dimmed the plain, 
matter-of-fact aspects of the deeds and 
words of his men and women. In the 
cold light of to-day these passionate pil- 
grims are apt to look absurd, and, in 
spite of the author's entire solemnity and 
their own, they do look absurd. Gabriel 
Strong is the son of a tea merchant who 
has grown rich and set up as a country 
gentleman. Gabriel is a dreamer, an 
idler, a vaporer, though the author ap- 
proves his vapors. Partly to please him.- 
self, partly to please his father, partly 
to save trouble, he makes love to and 
marries a fine sleek tiger-cat of a wo- 
man, and as soon as it is too late re- 
pents. For he has seen a white maid 
bathing in the opalescent sea, he has 
fished a pale-blue ribbon out of the green 
river for her, he has looked into her deep 
eyes and kissed her cool hand. She is a 
pure child of nature, largely though slen- 
derly beautiful in body, and equaily beau- 
tiful in soul. She is the daughter of a 
besotted, opium-soaked old miser, and is 
called Joan Gildersedge.

“The Slanderers,"”” Mr. Deeping is some- 
what crass and crude in his methods with 
these slanderers.

MORE complete or less wel- 
come metamorphosis In style, 
subject matter, purpese-- 
everything ‘for which the 
name of George Gissing has 
always stood in the minds of 
those who counted him 
among the strongest of the ‘utter-day 
novelists—than is to be found tn his pos- 
thumous historical novei, “ Veranilda,’’ it 
would be as hard to imagine as it ts to 
understand why a man who could do 
such vigorous work in his «wn prop- 
er sphere should voluntarily turn to la- 
bor so Kittle congruous with his spe- 
cal talents. There is, no doubt, a place 
for the historical novel; there is no 
doubt that in the making of it can be 
used much research, much eruditton, 
much skill in the painting of the acene 
and the filling of it with the varied yorms 
of life that shall make it give the impres- 
sion of reality. But no one will contend 
that, as at present pursued, it 1s a branch 
of the novelist’s art in which the divine 
fire of genius is demanded vr is apt to 
manifest itself to any noticeable extent. 
Certain it is that there is nothing in 
“ Veranilda” to suggest the author of 
“The Year of Jubilee,” “The Charla- 
tan,"’ “The Paying Guest,”’ or any other 
of Mr. Gisring’s previous books—nothing, 
that is, except the perfection of its style 
and the conscientious attention whicn it 
shows even to the least important de- 
tails. And it is to the point to note that 
Mr. Frederic Harrison, who writes the 
introduction and there expresses the 
judgment that “ Yeranilda” is “far the 
most important book which George Giss- 
ing ever produced "’; that it is “ comyosed 
in a new vein of his genius, with a wider 
and higher scope, a more mellow tone 
than the studies of contemporary life 
which first made his fame”; that it 
“contains his best and most original 
work,"’ also confesses that he does not 
like the earlier books and has not even 
read all of them, 


The confession explains the judgment 
in the case of Mr. Harrison, and it also 
explains the quite contrary opinion on the 
part of those who do admire exceedingly 
Mr. Gissing’s earlier work, that his last- 
ing claim to fame will be entirely inde- 
pendent of the excellencies of ‘“ Vera- 
nilda.”" If he had lived there is every 
reason to suppose that this “story of 
Roman and Goth’’ would have taken its 
very obvious place among his books as 
a relaxation, an experiment to see what 
he could do at the popular game, and 
that having shown that he could do ii 
very well he would have resumed his 
really serious purpose of making studies 
of contemporary life among the British 
middle classes. 

In view of Mr. Harrison's pronouncec 
laudations it would perhaps be too shock- 
ing to regard “ Veranilda"’ as grim jok 
ing on Mr. Gissing s part at the expensc 
of the numerous producers of this kina 
of fiction. Still the thought can but in- 
trude upon the astonished minds of those 
who compare to their utter disadvantage 
these pages high-stenping narrative 
with the terse, clear cut, iluminative and 
suggestive manner of his other 
Hardly theory seems too wild to his 
old admirers tc account for his flying off 
upon such a tangent as “ Veranilda,”’ and 
they surely will refuse to look upon it 
(as Mr. Harrison suggests) as in any sense 
a ¢ulmination of his genius or his work. 
That would be to ignore the fact that i:

Really great novelists have been known 
to resort to such appeals to the popular 
taste for the sake of generous financial 
returns which they sometimes involve, 
but no one who knows anything of George 
Gissing’s life or aims would for a 
moment ascribe such a motive to him. In 
the course of his introduction Mr. Harri- 
son relates an incident which illustrates 
in a renlly remarkable manner the old- 
fashioned devotion and singleness of pur- 
the artistic conscientiousness with 
which Mr. Gissing pursued what he looked 
upon as his destined calling, and it also 
effectively disposes of any theory that he 
produced “ Veranilda’’ to make money. 
Mr. Harrison writes:

It was in 1880 (he was then but twenty- 
two) when he sent me his first book in 
three volumes; a book that very few have 
ever seen, and which (sic) he subsequent- 
ly declined to claim. Crude as it was, 1 
recognized his power and did what I could 
to help him with work and Introductions. 
Mr. John Morley, then editor of The Pall 
Mall Gazette, was willing to employ his 
pen. Gissing, however, though sorely 
pressed at the time, resolutely declined to 
engage in any miscellaneous work of jour- 
nalism or criticism, but devoted himself 
with fervor and self-reliance to imagi- 
native composition. A _ really brilliant 
scholar, and a writer of most graceful 
verse, for many years he accepted day 
pupils preparing for school, while he la- 
bored at night at his ideal creations. 


Such devotion to art and denial of self 
are so little the fashion nowadays as to 
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make Mr. Gissing’s attitude toward his 
work of novel writing and the success— 
in spite of sorrows and sufferings—which 
it won for him weH worth dwelling upon. 
He is an example to inspire those who 
feel the buddings of genius within them- 
selves, even if he did die at forty-six. 

But, apart from Mr. Harrison's eati- 
mate of the value of “ Veraniida,” as 
compared with the rest of George Gis- 
siig’s work, one can subscribe to all he 
says of it. It Is qa romance of Rome in 
the sixth century, the age of Justinian 
and Belisarius, and deals with historical 
personages and actual historical events. 
If the epoch fs one of which the ordinary 
reader knows almost nothing, it is, ac- 
cording to Mr. Harrison, almost equally 
unfamiliar to classical scholars, so that 
the minuteness and fullness with which 
Mr. Gissing has depicted characters, 
scenes, and events fs the result of an im- 
mense amount of painstaking study on 
his part of ancient and modern docu- 
ments and of the antiquities and topog- 
raphy of Rome and its vicinity, ‘Lhis 
story affords scope, as no other did, for 
what Mr. Harrison calls “his poetical 
gift for local color, his subtle insight into 
spiritual mysticism, and, above all, his 
really fine scholarship and _ classical 
learning.”” That ts, it affords better eu- 
perficial scope, but it is absurd to sup- 
pose that all that was in him of knowl- 
edge and power and insight ¢id not go 
just as fully to the making of those 
wonderful studies of human nature as he 
saw and knew it in the London of to-day. 
They have not always been agreeable or 
encouraging reading, but they have al- 
ways borne the guise of absolute truth, 
and the truth about remediable evils in 
our own lives is of more value to this 
generation than the truth about ancient 
Rome in her decadence. 

Mr. Gissing did not live to finish “ Ver- 
anilda,”” or leave any adequate materials 
to show how he had meant it to end, but 
not enough is missing seriously to impair 
its interest or value. What is published 
is in no sense a fragment or a prelimi- 
nary sketch, but is finished and polished 
in Mr. Gissing’s best manner. The great 
regret is that we do not know how he 
himself regarded ‘“‘ Veranilda.”

should, however, be remembered that a 
great proportion of the injury which has 
been done to the remains of ancient and 
mediaeval Rome and to the natural beau- 
ties of the place has been the unavoidable 
result of the fact that Rome has again 
become the capital of Italy, and that in 
number of inhabitants it is now consider- 
ably more than double what it was in 1870.

ERMIT me a few words of 

reply to some critics of “‘ The 

n.” Mr. Edwin L. 

Shuman of The Chicago Rec- 

ord-Herald, whom I regard 

as one of the best: critics in 

America, says that my por- 

trait of Thaddeus Stevens as Austin 

Stoneman is a gross caricature. Will Mr. 

Shuman print verbatim the bill and speech 

of. Stevens which provided for the confis- 

cation of the property of the South, its 

division among the negroes and the reim- 

bursing of himself for his burned mills, 

and then defend his character? This 

speech is on Page 203, Congressional 

Globe, March, 1867, and was delivered 

two years after the close of the war, while 

the South was yet in her life-and-death 

struggle with starvation, (Henry Timrod, 

the poet, died of insufficient nourishment 

in Columbla Oct. 7, 1867.) The following 
words will identify this address: 

The laws of war authorize us to take 
this property by our sovereign power. 
You behold at your feet a conquered foe, 
an atrocious enemy! We have the right 
to impose confiscation of all their prop- 
erty—-to tmpoverish them. This is strict 
law and good common sense. To this 
weve I devote the small remnant of my 

No biographer of Mr. Stevens has ever 
dared to print his speeches. Why? This 
speech Is the one supreme act of his life— 
an act which lights with the glare of 
immortal infamy his whole character and 
career. I have not caricatured him. It 
Was necessary to soften, humanize, and 
idealize his character to make it fit to 
print. My only errors are on the side of 
mercy. Let my critics put a finger on a 
single line, page, scene, or insinuation in 
“The Clansman"’ in which I do him in- 
justice. 

My book will stand or fall as a contri- 
bution to the history of Reconstruction on 
this character. Unless I have sketched 
him with honesty and accuracy I have 
committed a crime. I rest the book on 
this issue. 


The Outlook declares that I have de- 
liberately prostituted such talents as I 
possess to arouse the worst passions of 
my readers, made a case of all devils 
against ali angeis, and that my book will 
retard the harmony so eminently desirable 
between the North and South, Surely not! 
Could a literary fake, written by a de- 
liberate intellectual prostitute, retard any- 
thing? It is a psychbdlogical impossibility 
for a fakir to write a book of power un- 
less endowed with superhuman mind. I 
protest against such high praise, 


Nor is the “case of all angels against 
all devils’? true. I sketch five negro 
characters, two good, two bad, and one 
humorous. I draw full length the charac- 
ters of two great Republican leaders— 
Lincoln and Stevens—one good and one 
bad. Should a reviewer deliberately try 
to deceive his readers even to promote 
harmony between the North and _ the 
South? Can harmony be gained by false- 
hood? 

The Outlook assumes that my facts are 
true, but says: ‘* Let's hush it up—it’s all 
over now, and we're ashamed of it.” Is 
it so? Hear this choice deliverance of 
calm philosophic criticism from The Bos- 
ton Transcript: 

He reaches the acme of his sectional 
passions when he exalts the Ku-Klux 
Klan into an association of Southern 
patriots, when he must know, or else be 
strangely ignorant of American history, 
that its members were as arrant ruffians, 
desperadoes, and scoundrels as ever went 
unhanged. 

Did it ever occur to The Outlook that I 
may be trying to reach Darkest New Eng- 
land with a few rays of Southern sun- 
light? One of the best preachers in Bos- 
ton, a man of the sweetest Christian 
character, a leader of Evangelical Chris- 
tianity, whose sermons The Transcript 
prints on Mondays, was a Ku-Klux Clans- 
man, and at this writing {fs still un- 
changed and very popular in Boston. Has 
The Transcript moved to Salem? 


My father is a venerable minister of 
Christ. He has built twenty flourishing 
Baptist churches in Piedmont Carolina in 
a pastorate of sixty years. He is one of 
these ‘‘ desperadoes,"’ and is still un- 
hanged. I could give the names of a 
thousand of these “ ruffians "' who are to- 
day among the noblest men in America. 

The Outlook was founded by Mr. Beecher 
to promote Christian union. Will my 
father vote even to unite with his North- 
ern brethren of the same falth so long as 
such experts in ignorance as The Boston 
Transcript teach that in saving the civil- 
ization of the South he was a ruffian, des- 
perado, and scoundrel? Is it possible to 
promote harmony by a lie? 


I am no sectional fanatic, but a citizen 
of New York, with scores of warm friends 
in the great, rushing North. Their sup- 
port has given me my successes in life. 
This is my country—the whole of it, from 
sea to sea and from Alaska to the Keys of 
Florida. I love the people of the North, 
and I have promised that if God gives me 
strength they shall know mine own people 
of the South, and love them, too! Is this 


acrime? I am writing out of the fuilness 
of life the story of my father and mother 
and brethren. It is an authentic human 
document. In these books I am giving ut- 
terance to the deepest soul convictions of 
18,000,000 Southern people on this, the 
darkest problem of our century. Can 
there be harmony until we understand 
each other? 

You cannot “hush up” the history of 
& mighty nation. This is no dead issue. 
The President of the United States de- 
voted his whole speech to it on Lincoln's 
Birthday. We have not settled the negro 
problem. We have not dared to face it 
as yet. 

One of my critics accuses me of buying 
a house and yacht out of the royalties of 
my books. It seems a pity to destroy this 
fairy tale, but it may ease his pain. I 
have a beautifw hume and a modest 
yacht, but I bought and paid for them be- 
fore I had written a book. Yachting is a 
means of economy and health with me, 
not luxury. My wife and children are as 
passionately fond of the water as I am, 
and we live cheaper on the boat than on 
the shore. May I miidly ask !f it is im- 
moral, or even a violation of the canons 
of art, to do this? 

Auother critic is very angry because 
I do not write like Thomas Nelson Page. 
How can I help it? Mr. Page has never 
asked me to write his books. I couldn't 
do it tf I tried, and wouldn't do it if I 
could. 

Whether “The Clansman” is literature 
or trash is a question about which I am 
losing no sleep. This generation will not 
decide it and in the next I'll be dead and 
it will not matter. 

My ideal of work is very simple—to do 
my level best every time and try to ex- 
press my story in the most powerful man- 
ner possible. The most powerful way is 
always the most artistic way, for art is 
the appeal to the intellect through the 
emotions. When a critic says my book is 
one of “marvelous power,’ but “ thor- 
oughly inartistic,” I don’t try to under- 
stand him or answer him. I give it up. 
He is talking in an unknown tongue, or he 
is beyond my depth. 

I never write a book unless I have some- 
thing to say, and never say it as long as 
I can keep from it. When at last I have 
become so full of a great dramatic idea 
that I fee) I shall die unless it is uttered, 
that others may know the might of its 
truth and the glory of its beauty, I write 
the story—write it simply, sincerely, bold- 
ly, passionately. 

This may not be “ Literature,” but I 
have my reward—and it is large finan- 
cially, and larger spiritually. Out of the 
depths of the Unseen these passionate 
cries of the heart come back in echoes 
wet with tears and winged with hopes, 
and life becomes a joy wide as is the 
world that holds these kindred souls and 
deep as are the secrets of their hearts 
which are also mine, And I am content. 

I owe much to my critics. They are all 
my good friends, and none more so than 
mine enemies among them, This chal- 
lenge I wave to them with a smile and a 
friendly greeting.

Anglo-Saxon Institutions. 


H. Munro Chadwick has written a book 
of ‘ Studies on Anglo-Saxon Institutions,” 
which the Macmillan Company is publish- 
ing in this country. The book, the author 
says, ‘“‘makes no claim to offer a com- 
prehensive survey of the problems of an- 
cient English sociology.” Only a few of 
such problems are treated of. His ob- 
ject has been “ to call attention to those 
branches of the subject which seemed 
not to have been sufficiently regarded by 
previous writers. For example, in sketch- 
ing the history of the kingdoms I have 
given special attention to the evidence 
relating to Kent, Sussex, Essex, and the 
Hwicce. On the other hand, Mercian 
and Northumbrian history has been treat- 
ed of more briefly, because 1 had little 
or nothing to add to what had already 
been said.”’ 

The book opens with a discussion of 
the monetary system, of which Mr. Chad- 
wick says in his introductory paragraphs: 

The classification of Teutonic society 
in ancient times may perhaps be most 
conveniently attempted by observing the 
gradations in the monetary payments to 
which persons belonging to different 
classes were entitled In compensation for 
various injuries. For this purpose a clear 
understanding of the monetary system is 
an indispensable preliminary. The mone- 
tary system of early England, however, 
in itself presents a number of difficult 
problems. In the first place, the terms in 
use were more numerous than in most 
countries. Some of these terms were 
names of coins, while others denoted 
units of account, and others, again, units 
of weight. * * * Another serious diffi- 
culty arises from the fact that the stand- 
ards of weight appear to have been con- 
tinually changing. <A further source of 
trouble is the variation in the relative 
value of gold and silver. * * * Finally, 
there is some difficulty in ascertaining 
the purchasing power of money. 

He then proceeds to describe the coins, 
the terms for money, the value of the 
shilling and other coins, the weight of 
the coins, the relative value of gold and 
silver, and the origin of the shilling. 
Then follow chapters on the social sys- 
tem, the earl, the administrative system, 
the origin of the nobility.

“ A Rebcl’s Recollections.” 


A fourtly edition of this book, by George 
Cary Eggleston, the well-known author 
of “Dorothy South,” “ A Captain in the 
Ranks,” “ ‘The American Immortals,” &c., 
fs in the press of G. P. Putnam's Sons 
for publication probably March 7. Mr. 
Eggleston has written a new preface and 
an additional chapter on “ The Old Ré- 
gime in the Old Dominion.” In his preface 
he tells how the book was written. 

While editor of Hearth and Home, in 
1873, Mr. Eggleston met William Dean 
Howells, when the latter was editor of 
The Atlantic Monthly, and “ now recog- 
nized as the foremost creative and critical 
writer of America.” In the course of 
their conversation Mr. Howells suggested 
that Mr. Eggleston write his reminis- 
cences of life as a Southern soldier for 
The Atlantic. When the book came out, 
in 1874, there were nine chapters, two 
having been added to give “ freshness” 
to it. The book was well received by 
New Englanders. In 1875 he wrote the 
paper on the old Virginian life. This ar- 
ticle was to have filled only six pages 
of the magazine, but, writes Mr. Eggie- 
ston, ‘‘ then for the first time in my life 
I had an experience which has never 
since been repeated. Mr. Howells sent 
the article back to me with a request that 
I should double its length.”” Some years 
later, at a reception given by the Au- 
thors’ Club for Mr. Howells, the latter 
said to Mr. Eggleston: 

It was you and I who first conceived 
the idea of ‘‘War Papers"’ as a maga- 
zgine’s chief feature. We were a trifle 
ahead of our time, I suppose, but our 
thought was the same as that which has 
since achieved so great a success. 

This incident occurred at the time when 
a series of war papers in The Century 
Magazine were attracting some attention.

Andrew D. White. 

March 18 is authoritatively announced 
by the Century Company as the date of 
issue of Andrew D. White's diplomatic 
autobiography. Few men have had such a 
large amount of material for a valuable 
avtobiographical record. Just through col- 
lege, Mr. White went to St. Petersburg as 
an attaché of the American Legation. He 
was a State Senator from 1864 to 1867. He 
was President of Cornell University from 
its inception for twenty years, and his 
work in advancing the cause of American 
education is acknowledged as beyond all 
estimate. He was one of the Commis- 
sioners to Santo Domingo in 1871 and a 
Commissioner to the Paris Exposition in 
1878. He was Minister to Germany in 
1879-1881, and to Russia in 1892-1894. He 
was a member of the Venezuelan Bound- 
ary Commission and Ambassador to Ger- 
many from 1897 to 1908. He was Presi- 
dent of the American delegation at The 
Hague Peace Conference, And, in spite 
of the many demands on his time, he 
wrote on political and historical subjects. 


Col. Higginson'’s History. 

A new and revised edition of Col 
Thomas Wentworth Higginson's “‘ History 
of the United States ”’ will be brought out 
March 9 by the Harpers, Col. Higginson’s 
collaborator in the work was William 
MacDonald, Professor of History at 
Brown University, and the authors have 
brought the narrative down to the cur- 
rent year.

A Good Word for the Editors of The 
Twentieth Century New 
Testament. 

New York Times Book Review: 
UR editorial review, ‘ The 
Bible Up to Date,”’ scems to 
miss the objects had in mind 
by the translators of the 
Twentieth Century New 
Testament. In the preface 
to the single volume tenta- 
tive edition the translators state: “ We 
believe that the New Testament will be 
better understood if presented in a mod- 
ern form.” And, again, in explaining 
why a tentative edition was issued, they 
say: “We should be the first to admit 
that our translation has many imper- 
fections, and earnestly desire to bring it 


up to as high a standard of accuracy 
and simplicity as may be practicable.” 
In view of the declared object cf their 
labors, they should be judged by the 
standard they have set. The pertinent 
question is, Have they made a transla- 
tion from th® Greek that “ will be better 
understood than that of King James's 
version '"’? Does the Twentieth Century 
New Testament come up to a “high 
standard of accuracy and simplicity” in 
rendering the original into modern Eng- 
lish? If it does, the work is to be com- 
mended. j 

You dispose of the result by implying 
that it was wholly unnecessary. You de- 
clare it is “clear that they do not know 
English in the sense of being cultivated 
and fastidious English scholars. For 
such English scholarship would have 
helgd them from making the attempt. 
They would have perceived that an Erg- 
lish version of the New Testament was 
not a literary desideratum, but a thing 
already and once for all done."’ You 
assume that the literary form is the only 
point involved that concerns the ordinary 
reader of the Bible. 

That there is need of a translation of 
the kind found in the Twentieth Cent- 
ury New Testament is evident to all who 
wish to know the exact teachings of 
Christ and His apostles. Witness the 
great number of commentaries that are 
being published and sold yearly that the 
people may understand what the Bible 
means. To this class of readers an ac- 
curate translation of the New Testament 
into everyday English should be very 
helpful. Some years ago George Barker 
Stevens of Yale prepared the Epistles of 
Paul in modern English, which has been 
well received. And this may be counted 
an omen of success for a similar veision 
covering the whole New Testament. 

The great literary merit of 
James's version is beyond question, and 
will never die as long as the English lan- 
guage is spoken. But 80 long “as thou- 
sands turn to the Bible as their guide in 
morals, and hold with Matthew Arnold 
that conduct is three-fourths of life, there 
will be a demand for an accurate trans- 
lation of the New ‘Testament,- printed in 
modern English. Oliver Wendell Holmes 
once said that the Bible needed to be de- 
polarized. The process of depolarization 
is now going on, though not to the 
struction of its literary or ethical value.

Lerd Rosecbery'’s remark touching Cer- 
vantes and “ Don Quixote ’ brings forci- 
bly to mind the truth that those who 
know nothing of French are equally ig- 
norant of Moliére and his plays. Moliére 
is so peculiarly, so thoroughly French, 

| that I cannot conceive how his rare hu- 
mor, his satire and caustic wit, can be 
| turned into Wnglish or how these quali- 
ties in his plays can be appreciated by 
any one who cannot read tim in the orig- 
| inal. And it seems a strange thing to me 
that Moliére, who is really the French 
| Shakespeare, comparatively harmiess and 
| Innocent, and yet profoundly instruetive, 
should be so little cead as he is to-day. 
| There is nothing in French literature so 
amusing, so full of real humor, real hu- 
man nature, and yet so wise and instruct- 
ive, as Moltére’s plays. Just call to mind 
“Le Médecin malgré iui,” “ George Dan- 
din,” ‘Les Fourberies de Scafin,”’ “ Le 
Bourgeois Gentilhomme,” and “ Tar- 
tuffe.’’ 

I have always thought that Shake- 
speare’s plays sounded and read quite as 
fine and forcible in German as in Eng- 
lish. But Shakespeare was Titanic in 
thought and expression because he was 
Teutonic in race and speech, and the pro- 
totypes of many of his characters may be 
found only in the Nibelungenlied, though 
he probably néver heard of it. No won- 
der, therefore, he is even better known in 
Germany than in England. But Cervantes 
and Moliére were of the Celtic race— 
bright, lively, humorous, laughing philos- 
ophers—like the race to which they be- 
longed. English humor and character are 
quite different. Robert Hall thought it 
worth while to study Italian in order to 
read Dante in the original. Much more 
is it worth while to study French in order 
to read Moliére in the original; for while

I do not wish to be understood by the 
foregoing as being personally in favor of 
the immense amount of rot that issues 
annually from our presses; far from it; | 
am taking the stand that I do from a 
commercial point of view only. 

One more point to show the fallacy of 
that article. The reading public is fickle; 
a Churchill, a Tolstoy, a Dixon, or any 
other of our great writers of the present 
day might launch a work to-morrow, 
equal in mental merit to any of their 
previous stories, and the sales may never 
reach mediocrity; we booksellers do not 
have to tax our memories to any extent 
to recall cases where we have given 
large advance orders for new publica- 
tions, based on the reputation of the au- 
thor, only to find the sale nominal; yet, 
though the work may have been highly 
recommended by critic, publisher, and 
merchant, it failed for some unknown 
reason to “ go." 

“All honor,”’ says the article, ‘to the 
bookseller that takes a high and gener- 
ous view of his work in life."* So say I, 
but how often have we read of persons in 
history who were highly honored, and 
yet starved to death. ° 

Considering the close competition and 
other drawbacks ever present, I would 
prefer to have inscribed as an epitaph on 
my headstone, ‘‘Hic jacet a successful 
book merchant.”

Overbury en- 
treated Rochester to break with her; but 
the lady had gained complete control of 
her lover, and Rochester sought a means to 
withdraw his friend from public life, to en- 
able him to proceed with his marriage with- 
out molestation. With the influence of 
Northampton, Overbury was conveyed to 
the Tower in April, 1613. Rochester re- 
garded Overbury’s imprisonment as only 
a temporary expedient, but the intended 
bride viewed it In another ght, she 
had decided to have Overbury murdered. 
At the instigation of Sir Gervase Helwys, 
Overbury was slowly poisoned, and died 
on Sept. 14, 1613. On Dec. 26 of the same 
year Rochester married his divorced mis- 
tress. Investigation of the affair soon 
followed Overbury’s death, and Helwys, 
together with three accomplices, was exc- 
cuted in 1614.

Dr. Brady, in a spirited preface to th's 
his latest romance, is at pains to warn 
all reviewers that the number of his other 
published works is none of their business, 
Their part is merely to adjudge the 
merits of the book in hand. He declares, 
moreover, that, any appearances to the 
contrary notwithstanding, his pen is no 
less careful for being prolific; he has not 
hurried himself with this story; he has 
taken all the time he needed.

Prof. Turner’s Lectures. 
ASTRONOMICAL DISCOVERY. By Herbert 
Hall Turner, D. Se, F. R. S., Savilian 
Professor of Astronomy in the University

Before the University of Chicago last 
August Prof. Herbert Hall Turner of Ox- 
ford delivered a series of lectures on as- 
tronomical discoveries, and these he has 
now reproduced in book form. The book 
is handsome, with dignified binding, good 
paper, and large and generous type. 

Prof. Turner's six lectures form as many 
chapters of his book and deal with these 
subjects: ‘‘ Uranus and Eros,” “ The Dis- 
covery of Neptune,”’ “ Bradley's Discov- 
erles of the Aberration of Light and of 
the Nutation of the Earth’s Axis,” “ Acci- 
dental Discoveries,” ‘‘ Schwabe the 
Sun Spot Period,”’ and 
Latitude.”’

It might seem that these sub- 


jects offered little chance for interesting | 


treatment; in many hands they would be 
merely repellant. But Prof. Turner has 
made them interesting, even to a non- 
scientific reader, and to the amateur of 
astronomy the book should prove 
sorbing. 

Sometimes astronomical discoveries are 
made by accident, sometimes as the result 
f long-continued efforts. But the acci- 
dents ure those that happen to persons 
qualified to make use of them—just as a 
trained newspaper man continually hap- 
sens On ‘stories’ that the average man 
1ears with deaf ears. 
edy mingle in the discoveries, to some ex- 
tent—not high tragedy, not low comedy, 
but accident with the suggestion of pa- 
thos or comicality. For instance: Bode, 
an astronomer of Berlin, worked at and 
kept in mind for fifteen years the idea of 
finding a planet to fill the vacant inter- 
val among the planets which astronomers 
had noted, with five friends he had begun 
his search, when Piazzi announced that 
he had discovered Uranus, on Jan. 1, 
.1—the first night of the new century. 
And Piazzi made the discovery by acci- 
dent; he was looking for anything rather 
than a new planet! Just at that time, 
too, Hegei had published a dissertation 
proving that there could not be more 
than seven Dilanets. 

The discovery of Neptune was the result 
of successful and methodical work. It 
had long been believed by astronomers 
that a new planet should be at a certain 
place in the heavens, and Le Verrier cal- 
culated its position closely. From his 
figures, Galle of Berlin located it. (Prof. 
Turner, being English, omits the date; it 
was on Sept, 24, 1846.) The tragedy of

covery nearly two years earlier 

Even his uccount of James Bradley's 
discoveries of the aberration of light and 
of the nutation of the earth's axis, Prof. 
Turner makes interesting, though they 
are tar more technical than the subjects 
ef his other lectures, and his description 
of various accidental discoveries is only 
less so. The famous new star in Perseus 
was discovered by Dr. Anderson of Edin- 
burgh, who used an opera glass. He was 
preparing to go to bed about 3 A. M. on 
Feb. 21, 1901, and cast a last look at the 
heavens. In that hast look he found Nova 
Persei, which, s& Prof. Turner, ‘“ has 
taught us more of the nature of these 
extraordinary bodies than all we knew 
before.” 

Two great discoveries were made in 
the teeth of the unanimous opinion of 
astronomers " (the metaphor is not ours)— 
Schwabe's law of the periodicity of sun 
spots and Chandler's discovery of the 
variations of latitude; and Prof. Turner's 
descriptions of these fill the fifth and 
sixth chapters of his book. The latter 
discovery should be of especial interest 
to Americans; for Chandler was an Amer- 
ican amateur, and his invention solved 
problems and corrected errors until his 
time deemed insoluble and incorrigible.
